EDMONTON (CUP) - The Uni- 
versity of Alberta board of 
governors Is making another 
funding request to the Alberta 
government and suggests that 
tuition fee increases may be 
reconsidered. 

Board chairperson Eric 
Geddes admitted at a March 
13 press conference that the 
board did not include Impor- 
tant information In its original 
submission to the provincial 
government. 

The press conference was 
originally called to. announce 
the board's Intention to make 
another request to the provin- 
cial government and Geddes 
at first denied information on 
the university's serious finan- 
cial problems has been avail- 
able for some time. 

Geddes finally confirmed 
claims by reporters from the U 
of A newspaper the Gateway 
that letters detailing the prob- 
lems faced by individual facul- 
ties had been requested from 
all deans last summer. 

The letters contain claims 
that cutbacks are necessitat- 
ing quotas, that lack of funds 
means some U of A medical 
students may not get accred- 
itation due to Inadequate 
Instruction, and that the lib- 
rary will definitely become 
second rate If more money is 
not provided. 

The letters were not con- 
tained In the operating funds 
request. Instead, excerpts 
outlining some problems 
faced by a few faculties were 
sent to the government. 

At the outset of the press 
conference, Geddes said the 
university had been facing 
difficulties in maintaining aca- 
demic standards because of 
inadequate funding for about 
three years. 

Asked why the board was 
only initiating a campaign to 
document the situation at this 
late date, Geddes, a chartered 
accountant and partner in the 
accountancy firm Price, Wat- 
erhouse and Co., said the 
damage had only recently 
become apparent. 

Asked what documentation 
of the university's needs had 
already taken place, he said 
some faculties had submitted 
Individual complaints of Insuf- 
ficient funds'. 

But last week, the adminis- 
tration's vice-president of fin- 
ance and administration, 
Lome Liech, told the Gateway 
submissions had been soli- 
cited and received from most 
deans. 

"The Information you men- 
tion is precisely the sort of 
information that could have 



been included in the submis- 
sion and will be collected in 
the future," Geddes finally 
told reporters. » 

Throughout the press con- 
ference and during the preced- 
ing board of governors meet- 
ing, university chancellor Ron 
Dalby said he was concerned 
with communications prob- 
lems between the university 
and the government. 

Dalby said the university 
has an urgent priority to 
document for the public the 
university's difficulties. He 
said discussions should be 
undertaken in an open, public 
manner. 

But the board meeting op- 
posed a public rally March 15 
at the provincial legislature to 
voice university concerns a- 
bout cutbacks. 

And In a telephone interview 
March 13, vice-president Liech 
said the deans' letters re- 
mained in his files to aid him 
in his submission to the 
government and would not 
likely be made public. 

At the press conference, 
chancellor Dalby indicated 
board members had met with 
Alberta's premier and minister 
of advanced education the 
previous day, and that the 
government had displayed an 
eagerness to hear more Infor- 
mation. 

Geddes said the board 
would reconsider the possibi- 
lity of re-examining the 1978 
preliminary budget and the 
decision to raise tuition fees.

gration Minister Jacques Cou- 
ture. Couture added that Que- 
becers should welcome peo- 
ple being persecuted in other 
countries for their political 
beliefs. 

A society like Quebec's 
"deserves to have its hopes 
realized if it is in solidarity 
with oppressed people and 
infinitely careful to respect 
individual liberties on its own 
territory," Couture said. Ad- 
dressing 200 delegates from 
various provincial organiza- 
tions dealing with refugees, 
he described Quebec as 
"young, building itself and 
looking to the future." 

Conference delegates ag- 
reed that Quebec should ac- 
cept all political refugees, 
even on a temporary basis, 
conference organizer Laurier 
Bonhomme said that hostility 



towards immigrants In Quebec 
Is limited to the Montreal area. 
"We should not restrict immi- 
gration but we must under- 
stand the causes of this 
xenophobia," he mused. Bon- 
homme explained that "Que- 
becers no longer feel at home 
in some areas of Montreal." 

The conference deemed 
that Quebec should be given a 
vote In all federal decisions 
involving refugees. Further- 
more, Quebec should subsi- 
dize ethnic groups working 
with refugees. 

Organizers hope the confer- 
ence will galvanize Quebec 
city into negotiations for "a 
new Quebec policy on refu- 
gees" with Ottawa. Presently 
Quebec lacks the constitu- 
tional prerogatives to imple- 
ment a legislative package on 
refugees. 



the time factor. The other two 
members of the Executive, the 
VPs Finance and University 
Affairs, will continue to be 
elected by Council. Wiener 
feels the direct election of the 
President will restore to the 
students "their democratic 
right to elect their President." 

The makeup of Council will 
be altered If the amendments 
are ratified in the referendum. 
Faculty representation will be 
increased, while the reps from 
clubs and societies and stu- 
dent governors and senators 
will be cut to three from five for 
each category. As well, two 
new positions will be created: 
an Ombudsperson of the Stu- 
dents' Society and a Speaker 
of the Students' Council. 

The amendments will make 
the Constitution easier to 
change. At the present time, a 
3/4 vote of all Councillors is 
required to approve amend- 
ments to the Constitution. The 
amendment would make chan- 
ges possible with a 3/4 vote of 
those Councillors present, 
with a quorum of 2/3. 

Although the financial 
clauses of an amendment 
creating a Publications Board 
to administer the finances of 
the Daily were passed in 
by-law form by Students' 
Council, the clauses setting 
up the Board itself and defin- 
ing its membership and auth- 
ority were passed as constitu- 
tional amendments, which will 
be voted on in the StudSoc 
referendum.

Students protest at Governors meeting 



REGINA (CUP) — An estimated 
500-600 students occupied a 
board of governors meeting 
March 14 at the University of 
Regina, demanding a freeze 
on tuition fees and public 
stand by the board against the 
education funding policies of 
the provincial government. 

The board flatly refused 
both demands. 
About 100 students gath- 
iside ■ 



'ered outside the meeting room 
early March 14, carrying pla- 
cards and chanting slogans 
opposing a proposed 8.2 per 
cent fee Increase. The demon- 
strators demanded entry to 
the board meeting, and were 
allowed to meet with the board 
in committee-of-the-whole. 

Students jammed the meet- 
ing room and as some of them 
left for classes as the morning 
wore on, many others filled 
their places. 

Two student union council- 
lors, 4eff Parr, who sits on the 
board as a student represent- 
ative, and Bob Buckingham, 
led the debate. 

"We don't want more words. 
We want action," said Buck- 
ingham. "We're tired of the 
secrecy of board meetings 
and want to see what your 
policies and philosophy are 
regarding tuition." 

Parr said students are tired 
of the "non-committal shrug of 
the shoulders" which the 
board has given. "Students are 
asking the board to join with 
us to support us in our 
struggle for a better and a 
more accessible education." 

The debate, lasting more 



than four hours, often flared 
into anger as the board and 
some students often demon- 
strated inflexibility. 

The board remained uncon- 
vinced, claiming the students' 
demands were illogical, simp- 
listic and antagonistic. The 
board refused to budge from 
Its proposed fee increase. 

During the debate, board 
members wavered between 
saying tuition fee Increases 
are better than increased 
taxes, and saying they always 
fight for more money from 
government. Board members 
at one point claimed tuition 
fees are not really a deterrent 
and later said they hate to 
Increase, fees because they 
realize the hardship that re- 
sults. 

The board blamed the situa- 
tion on the student aid sys- 
tem, the universities commis- 
sion, the provincial govern- 
ment, inflation, recession and 
a host of other reasons. As for 
deficit financing, board mem- 
bers claimed this would be 
harder on future students, 
although their present budget 
includes a $100,000 deficit. 

Out of four motions pre- 
sented/ by Parr, only one 
received a seconder. This was 
to recommend that the board 
form a committee to study the 
effects of tuition increases, 
and was to be voted on during 
the in-camera portion of the 
meeting. 

Buckingham expressed 
shock that board members 
have no definite policy on 
tuition fees and said fee

decisions are made in an ad 
hoc way. "We're going to keep 
pushing you to take action 
before it's too late," he told 
the board. 

Turning to the other stu- 
dents, he said: "It's up to us 
to carry the struggle further 
and we realize they'll be 
forced to come along with us." 

Students then left the board 
room, and board members pro- 
ceeded with their meeting in- 
camera. After Buckingham 
and other students went to 
student lounges urging stu- 
dents to continue the fight 
against tuition increases, a- 



bout 125 students went to the 
provincial legislature. 

There, they chanted "we 
won't pay" and "no cutbacks," 
as they demanded Continuing 
Education minister Don Farls 
and Premier Alan Blakeney 
speak to them. ; 

After half an hour, Faris left 
the building to speak to the 
students, who asked him why 
education was no longer a 
high priority for the New 
Democratic government.' 

Faris said the government is 
spending more money on 
crown corporations, and add- 
ed If students would be patient 



and let those get on their feet, 
the government could then 
again put more money Into 
education. He spoke with 
students for about an hour. 

The 1977-78 allocation for 
education in Saskatchewan 
was $54 million less than was 
spent on education in 1970-71. 

Students are planning to 
continue their protests. "We 
got the run-around all day," 
said one demonstrator.' 



Scotians scorn stingy spending 




HALIFAX (CUP) — Nova Scotia 
students made tentative plans 
March 11 for a province-wide 
day of activity to protest inad- 
equate government funding to 
the province's Institutions. 

At a Nova Scotia caucus 
meeting of the Atlantic Feder- 
ation of Students (AFS), repre- 
sentatives of eight Institutions 



decided to take visible protest 
action to culminate a cam- 
paign . pressuring the provin- 
cial government for more post- 
secondary funding. 

Although the form of the 
protest is not final, delegates 
set March 30 as the date for 
action.

Cancellation of classes by 
administrations and faculties, 
class boycotts by students, 
Information and discussion 
sessions on campus and 
rallies or demonstrations were 
tactics delegates suggested 
to facilitate the protest.

"In fact, the situation 
Is more severe because they 
are continuing to attack edu- 
cation and we cannot let them 
get away with it just because 
we protested once before." 

Organizers of the protest are 
attempting this week to have 
classes cancelled at the uni- 
versities in Halifax and to get 
student councils actively pre- 
paring for the day on their 
campuses. 

Nova Scotia Institutions are 
facing funding subsidies for 
the 1978-79 academic year 
that are only half of the grant 
levels recommended by the 
regional advisory board, the 
Maritime Provinces Higher Ed- 
ucation Commission.

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Unemployment: 



Crisis hits entire OECD

In Italy almost two-thirds of 
the 1.5 million officially unem- 
ployed are young people. 
Violent demonstrations and 
confrontations are increasing. 
People want jobs. 

In Germany, young people 
make up a quarter of the 
unemployed. 

There are nearly 500,000 
unemployed youth In France. 
The government fears a repeat 
of the 1968 riots. 

Even Canada's former fin- 
ance minister Donald Macdon- 
aid has expressed concern for 
the future of a country with 
massive youth unemploy- 
ment. 

At an economic summit for 
the seven leading Industrial 
nations in London in May, he 
said that "long term youth 
unemployment could lead to 
social unrest and If it per- 
sisted might lead to political 
destabllzatlon." 

But it has persisted. Roy 
Jenkins, president of the 
European Economic Commun- 
ity (EEC) said that youth 
unemployment is one of "the 
problems which originally ap- 
peared to be mainly short term 
(but) are liable Increasingly to 
assume a more permanent 
nature." 

This view is shared by the 
Organization for Economic De- 
velopment (OECD), a group 
made up of 24 of the leading 
Industrial nations. 

The OECD held a special 
International conference on 
youth unemployement In De- 
cember, 1977, to "exchange 
experience on measures that 
have been adopted or planned 
In member countries to com- 
bat youth unemployment." 

Although Canada's minister 
of unemployment Bud Cullen, 
attended there had been some 
Canadian opposition to the 
meeting. 

In June 1977 finance minis- 
ter Donald Macdonald said 



after the annual meeting of the 
OECD in Paris that he did "not 
believe we are ready for a 
high-level conference" on 
youth unemployment. 

Thee are several reasons 
why Macdonald was hesitant 
about the conference. First, 
the OECD had just declared 
tha it affirmed a five per cent 
over-all growth target for all 
the OECD countries in 1978. 
Secondly, and probably more 
Importantly, Canada has the 
worst record for youth unem- 
ployment among OECD coun- 
tries. 

There were seven points 
reviewed by the OECD as 
steps to reduce youth unem- 
ployment. They were: 

•The Introduction of Incen- 
tives for the creation or main- 
tenance of jobs for young peo- 
ple in the private sector. In this 
connection, the role of small 
and medium-sized enterprises 
was emphasized. 

•The creation of jobs in the 
public sector in response to 
urgent social needs in fields 
such as health, social ser- 
vices, adult education and 
environmental protection. 

• Public support for local com- 
munity projects, outside tradi- 
tional structures. 

( 'Measures designed to devel- 
op various forms of training, 
including apprenticeships, 
both in enterprises and in 
Institutions. 

•The reinforcement of estab- 
lished Information, counsel- 
ling and placement services. 

•Special measures to help 
young people enter working 
life, including paid and unpaid 
work experience. 

•Measures affecting the size 
of the labour force, such as 
extended education, paid ed-

OTTAWA (CUP) - The official 
number of unemployed In 
Canada rose over the one 
million mark in February, 
according to the figures re- 
leased March 14 by Statistics 
Canada. 

Nation-wide, young people 
continue to be the hardest hit 
by the unemployment crisis, 
with 16.6 per cent out of work. 
The situation Is much worse in 
the Atlantic provinces, where 
an average of one in four 
people between 15 and 24 are 
jobless, in Quebec one in five, 
and the rest of the country 
varies between B.C. with 16.2 



per cent and Alberta with 10.2 
per cent unemployment. 

The general overall unem- 
ployment rate stands at 9.5 
per. cent, the same as one 
month ago, and four points 
above the same time last year. 

The general unemployment 
rate by province was 17.8 per 
cent in Newfoundland, up from 
17.6 in January ; PEI 11.7 from 
12.4; N.S. 11.9 from 11.7; 
N.B. 15.5 from 14; Quebec 
12.3 from 12.4; Ontario 8.1 
from 7.9; Manitoba 8.0 from 
7.8; Saskatchewan 6.4 stead- 
y; Alberta 5.6 from 5.4; and 
B.C. 9.3 from 9.9. 



ucational leave or flexible 
retirement. 

The variety of the measures 
Is simply a reflection of the 
variety of philosophies to be 
found in the member countries 
which include, Canada, United 
States, Australia, Sweden, 
Italy, United Kingdom, Japan, 
Austria, Spain and Finland. 

Several measures In the 
seven point list have been the 
focus of Canada's attempt to 
deal with youth unemploy- 
ment. Employment minister 
Bud Cullen has constantly 
repeated that there must be a 
closer connection between 
education and the workplace 
demands. While there is clear- 
ly some support for narrowing 
the gap between the two, there 
will be little effect on the 
existing (and long-term) un- 
employment problem. 

In Germany, the government 
has begun a large scale 
program of apprenticeships, 
for young people below the 
normal apprenticeship age li- 
mits. The government knows 
that there will be more workers 
than jobs available in the 
immediate future but hopes 
that the economic climate will 
improve. If it does, there will be 
immediate placements for 
these new trained workers. 

The OECD also discussed 
the problem of the type of 
work that these young people 
— between the ages of 15 and 
24 — are taking or rejecting. 

One solution to this problem 
would be "action by employ- 
ers, trade unions and govern- 
ments to adapt' the quality of 
working life to the aspirations 
and capacities of young peo- 
ple and to enhance the value 
of manual work. 

One of the disagreements at 
the conference came over the 
question of forced retirement, 
reductions In working time and 
other matters concerning the 
sharing of available employ- 
ment opportunities. According 
to the final communique from 
the conference "There was a 
diversity of views on the 
merits and effectiveness of 
such measures. However, it 
was generally agreed that the 
social and economic implica- 
tions of such changes were 
both complex and uncertain — 
in particular with regard to 
their reversibility — and that 
they were not a substitute for 
efforts to provide employment 
for all." 

Although governments, in- 
cluding the Canadian one, 
have known for decades that 
there would be a large in- 
crease in the number of young 
people seeking jobs, regard- 
less of the existing economic 
climate, none has acted to 
counter the problem before it 
became a crisis. Cullen can

cal, if young people become 
disillusioned enough to seek 
disruptive change in society, 
"but the failure of this govern- 
ment to act decisively is the 
best Indication of their posi- 
tion. 

For the future Cullen could 
only repeat what the govern- 
ment has done In the past. 
"The federal government has 
responded", he said, "to this 
challenge as part of Its overall 
response to the economic and 
labour market conditions it 
has faced." For young people 
that strategy has meant fewer 
and fewer jobs. 

As we have seen, the 
response to the growing youth 
unemployment problem has 
not been the same everywhere. 
There Is yet to be a riot in 
Ottawa. But there have been 
demonstrations in nine of the 
capitals of the European 
Community according to one 
report, and In North America 
the real response to the 
growning number of people In 
the unemployment lines, is 
now being seen as Increased 
drug addiction, violent crime 
and related social problems 
according to some political 
commentators. 

The question isn't though, 
how are the unemployed going 
to respond, but rather, what 
should and could be done to 
stop and reverse this situa- 
tion. 

At the end of the OECD 
conference there was agree- 
ment that activities to counter 
youth unemployment should 
be promoted by action in three 
main directions: 

1) the creation of jobs through 
increased economic activity 
whenever possible. 

2) the Intensification of spe- 
cial measures to Increase 



employment opportunities for 
youth without weakening exi- 
ting labour protection of young 
workers. 

3) and improved transition 
from school to work. 

The secretary-general from 
the OECD, Emile van Lennep 
said in the opening statement 
for the conference that high 
and rising youth unemploy- 
ment is a result of conjunctur- 
al difficulties, slow and hesi- 
tant growth, and longer stand- 
ing and perhaps worsening 
structural element." 

Obviously some government 
leaders think the three points 
mentioned earlier will be the 
key elements to reversing 
the problems van Lennep 
stated. But for the seven 
million unemployed people In 
the OECD countries, including 
Canada, there is still some 
skepticism. 

Let the final word go to the 
Americans. The U.S. Secreta- 
ry of Labour, Ray Marshall, 
attended the OECD confer- 
ence, and In his remarks made 
this statement about the duty 
of government. 

"The credibility of any soci- 
ety depends In part on its 
ability to provide meaningful 
work for those willing to work. 
For those entering the job 
market, an inability to find 
work tends to weaken the 
credibility of that society. Any 
society is bound together by 
civility and a mutual respect 
for that society's institutions. 

"If that society is unable to 
provide work for those enter- 
ing the labour market, this 
social cohesiveness Is dim- 
inished."

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Education primary target for cutbacks 
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by Doug Ward 

Canadian provinces have 
cut back education financing. 
Quebec is no exception — the 
economic crisis has forced 
the province to tighten its 
education belt. 

Just how tight remains to be 
seen. But already it has been 
confirmed by university offi- 
cials that the province will 
lower the rate of increase of 
subsidies to universities. The 
grants will increase but not 
enough to beat inflation. 
Schools will not be able to 
maintain their present level of 
operation. 

"The plan is to limit Invest- 
ment to a strict minimum," 
said Université de Montréal 
rector Paul Lacoste. "This 
would be below what the 
universities consider to be a 
minimum." 

"They feel they've been 
spending enough," Graham 
Martin, a Concordia University 
official said. "The province 
and the economy Is tight." 

A reduction In student aid 
next year is unlikely, accord- 
ing to ANEQ, but whether the 
level of increase will match 
inflation is another question. 

"We have to make cuts here 
and there," was the reason 
given by PQ MNA Gerard 
Godln for the government's 
decision to implement differ- 
ential fees. Following the lead 
of Ontario and Alberta, the 
policy will triple tuition fees 
for foreign students. 

The thrust of the move, 
government officials say, is to 
hit Americans who come to 
Québec "looking for a cheap 
education." But student lead- 
ers and the Canadian Bureau 
for International Education 
say the policy will adversely 
affect only Third World stu- 
dents. Some Americans will 
still be able to afford it. 

The province claims govern- 
ment grants to students from 
the Third World will makeup for 
the escalated fees. But de- 
tails of the* programme are 
unavailable and experts ques- 
tion how the government will 
establish a "means test" to 
decide who should receive 
aid. 

Reaction to differential fees 
has been mixed among stu- 
dents and organized opposi- 
tion to the increase Is scarce. 

In some ways the Quebec 
student has it easy compared 
to his counterpart in Ontario, 
Manitoba or Alberta. No tuition 
increases, except for foreign 
students, are foreseen and 
fiee tuition has been relegated 
to the PQ's next mandate. 
Increased student aid restric- 
tions are unlikely and gradu- 
ate bursaries In francophone 
universities are to be more 
generous next year because 
of falling enrollments. Prelim- 
inary reports for a government 
White Paper favourably dis- 
cuss free adult education in 
CEGEPs. Education for youth 
in CEGEPs is free. 

The slogan, "Parti Québé- 



cois, Parti Bourgeois" has 
been dominant at many stu- 
dent demonstrations this 
year. Dissatisfaction with the 
PQ among students stems 
from its failure to follow 
through" on specific promises 
such as free tuition, and its 
reluctance to Intervene on 
behalf of students in certain 
incidents. Repression of stu- 
dent protest by school author- 
ities or by police Is, according 
to militants, an attack by the 
state; 

In the fall, rising cafeteria 
prices led to protests at UQAM 
and CEGEPs Montmorency 
and St-Jean. In each case, 
protest was met with police 
intervention and only minimal 
improvement in cafeteria con- 
ditions ensued. In each case 
the PQ was the butt of much 
criticism. " 

In February, students at 
CEGEP Vleux-Montreal occu- 
pied administration offices 
twice to protest plans to 
substantially reduce the 
schools enrolment. The cut- 
back threatens not only stu- 
dents but professors and 
support staff as well. Each 
occupation was ended by 
police intervention. 

At' CEGEP André Lauren- 
deau, students in . February 
occupied administration of- 
fices three times to press their 
demand for completion of a 
promised physical education 
complex. There also, the 
police were called In. 

The disputes at the two 
CEGEPs sparked a protest 
of 400 people in front of 
Lévesque's Montreal offices in 
early March. 

If the government continues 
to squeeze spending in social 
services and education, stu- 
dent opposition will emerge on 
a larger scale. More than that, 
it will face the opposition of 
teachers, professors, social 
workers, hospital workers and 
public sector unions.

Manitoba universities: 

Students and staff to act 



WINNIPEG (CUP) — Faced with 
staff cuts and tuition hikes 
caused by decreases in govern- 
ment funding, Manitoba uni- 
versity students, faculty and 
support staff have begun talking 
of a protest march on the 
provincial legislature. 

Tuition fee increases as high 
as 27 per cent and expected 
cutbacks in services and pro- 
grams sparked the talk, which 
began March 10. No date for any 
Manitoba protest march has 
been set. 

The cutbacks and fee In- 
creases will follow a March 9 
announcement by trie Universi- 
ties Grants Commission — an 
arm of the provincial govern- 



ment — of an average increase 
in operating funds for the uni- 
versities of only 2.7 per cent, 
well below increased costs due 
to inflation. 

TheCommissionalsorecom- 
mended fee Increases averaging 
20 per cent, and, for the 
University of Winnipeg, 27 per 
cent. 

The University of Manitoba 
Faculty Association met 
March 1 4 to vote on an executive 
recommendation for a day of 
protest. This will "probably take 
the form of going to the legisla- 
ture," University of Manitoba 
Student Union acting President 
Caroline Dabrus said, "If they'll 
do it, we'll do it too." 




Quebec universities are not the only ones suffering from cutbacks in Government grants. The 
Manitoba Government's reduction of funding for universities will cause staff cutbacks as well as 
a 26% tuition Increase. 



And she added that University 
of Winnipeg Student Associa- 
tion President Hart Schwartz 
says they'll do what the U of M 
does. 

U of W faculty would probably 
Join the protest but are not — 
unlike the U of M faculty — 
unionized. 

"This government is doing 
everything it can to create a 
confrontation," U of W Faculty 
Association President Don 
Jewison said March 10. "By dir- 
ectly Interfering with the uni- 
versities they're inviting us to 
organize provincially." 

- Brandon University Student 
Union President Joe Zdeblak 
said the students have dis- 
cussed joining forces with 
faculty and other student 
unions. 

Pat McEvoy, a representative 
of unionized support staff at the 
University of Manitoba, was 
most blunt. "Everybody Is going 
to have to start marching." He 
said students and workers, both 
threatened with cutbacks, have 
an Interest in fighting the 
funding cutbacks together. 

"We're not going to let the 
government make these cut- 
backs on the backs of the 
workers." 

AI Yost, another union repre- 
sentative, called the govern- 
ment announcement blackmail. 
"We've already fallen behind 
because of last year's Anti- 
Inflation Board rollback. This is 
blackmail to ask us to take- a 
further decrease or else face 
layoffs." 

And he wondered who could 
afford to go to school when fees 
go up again. "I can't see 
students taking this much 
longer."
